CHAPTER CVI.

AN ACT TO AMENT) SECTION FIVE OF CHAPTER SEVENTEEN
OF THE GENERAL LAWS OF EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND
SEVENTY-ONE, ENTITLED AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE
LEVY AND COLLECTION QF TAXES IN CERTAIN CASES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SectioN 1. That section five of chapter seventeen of the
general laws of the year one thousand eight hundred and
geventy-one, be and the same hereby is amended by adding
to the end of said section the following proviso, to-wit: oomer °
DProvided, That nothing in this act contained shall be in
any manner construed to apply to the city of Red Wing,
in the county of Goodhue, or to any debt heretofore in-
-curred or created, or that muy hereafter be incurred or
-created by said city, to aid in the construction of any rail-
way or railways.
